If a water-tight container has been 
used, brine will form the salt and 
accumulated water in the course of a 
day or two. The fish tends to float 
in this brine and should be pressed 
under the surface +. a cover and 
weights, . At the end..f the third or —~ 
fourth day, tit the container on edge 
until the brine has completely drained 
away, carrying with it a certain 
amount of residual slime and im- — 
purities. Now repack the pieces as 
before, using plenty of fresh sat, 
and at the end of the sixth or 
seventh day, pour off any new brine 
which may have formed. Wtihout re- 
packing, cover as tightly as possible 
and store in as cool and dry a place 
as can be found. This fish should 
keep for several months. 

For those who prefer a strong 
flavour to their fish, repacking may 
be avoided by laying a piece of mus- 
lin or cotton over the top layer of 
fish as packed and spreading several ~ rm 
pounds of coarse salt on this to act 
as a weight. After three or four 
days, lift up the cloth and see
